“We are impatiently awaiting for news 
from Buffalo,’’ said the manager of the 
local branch of the Pacific Express Com- 
pany. 

No arrests have been made as yet in 
connection with the mysterious disappear- 
ance Jast night from the union depot of- 
fice of the Pacific and Dominion Express 
Company of a bar of gold in transit from 
Salt Lake City to the east, which is val- 
ued at $23,500. The whereabouts of the 
precious ingot is as much of a mystery 
tonight as it was early today, when the 
police began work on the case. Captain 
McDonnell, chief of detectives, said to- 
night that he had nothing to give out 
and that no one was under arrest. Gen- 
eral Superintendent E. P. Newhall, of the 
express company, also refused to talk. 

The missing ingot was one of four 
weighing about 80 pounds each that were 
in transit from the west, presumably 
Salt Lake City. It Is said that the Phil- 
adelphia mint was the destination of the 
gold. 

The four bars arrived from the west on 
Wabash train, No.’* at 8 o’clock last 
night, and were checked out by the mes- 
senger in charge. They were receipted 
for by Foreman Miller, of the local depot 
office. The four ingots were taken into 
the depot office and placed in the 
safe. 

Shortly before the eastbound train was 
due to leave they were removed from 
the strong box and loaded on a truck to 
be wheeled out to the express car. The 
train fas an hour and a half late, how- 
ever, and it is understood by the police 
That the gold was not put into the safe 
pending the time for the train to leave. 
but lay on the truck in the office, which 
is on the level of the street. Captain 
McDonall says that he has found that at 
least nine persons were in the office at 
different times, while the gold tay on the 
truck, exposed to view, and that several 
a handled it and commented on its 
value.

WITHOUT FOOD 


Flocd Victims at Marion, Ark, 
Are Reported in a Ues- 
perate Condition, 


LEVEE TO BE OVMAMITED 
NN ATTEMPT AT ELIE 


Sufferers Vow To Destroy Embank- 
ment Unless a Steamer Is Sent 
To Save Them — Water 
Is Rushing Throuh 
Windows. 


Memphis, Tenn., March 19.—Re orts at 
a iate hour ton‘ght from Marion, Ark., 
tell of great havoc the flood at that 
point and says that extremities 
have been reported by people there 
that it was decided tonight by a commit- 
tee of citizens to dynamite the levee to- 
morrow at Mound City. Ark., unless the 
St. Francis levee board sent a rescue 
boat through the break at Trice’s land- 
ing before noon. 

Water is running 
through every street of the town with 
fearful force and a rapid rise is in 
progress. Twenty white persons of local 
families are quartered in the second 
story of the court house and fully 
negroes, many without food, are 
buildings of the 
hundred head of stock, 
are on platforms 
in the village and the first story of all 
houses are under water. 

The ’Frisco railroad tracks are covered 
and washed for 6 miles and a hand car, 
bearing General Manager B. F. Winchell 
was put through from the west today 
with the greatest difficulty and grave 
risk. Mr. Winchell stated that Ne saw 
no hope of opening the line through to 
Memphis for at least a week after the 
water shall subside. 

Sheriff Williamson, of Crittenden. coun- 
ty, and other prominent citizens attend- 
ed the meeting at which it was decided to 
dynamite the levee tomorrow. The citi- 
zens have sufficient of the explosive to 
tear an opening in the levee and they are 
reported to be most positive in their de- 
termination to make a pass way for a res- 
cue boat unless aid is sent them through 
the break. 

Marion is 8 miles from the crevasse, 
but the current théeer is reported to be 
strong enough to sweep the houses from 
their foundations should the water rise 
a few feet more. 7 

Tug Feared To Shoot Crevesse. 

The Diana and the government steamer 
Abbott went to the crevasse today with 
the purpose fully formed of sending the 
tug through in charge of Captain Fogle- 
man, who had volunteered for the dan- 
gerous work. When the situation was 
carefully inspected the idea of putting 
the tug through the gap was abandoned, 
as the fall is so great and the rush 
of the water so strong that it was feared 
the tug could not safely pass through. 
About 100 yards west of the levee there 
is a belt of heavy timber and the cur- 
rént sweeps against the large trees with 
force sufficient to make them sway with 
violence. This condition made it most 
probable that the tug would be swept 
into the timber by the force of the cur- 
rent and disabled or even overturned. 
These and other unfavorable conditions 
made it impossible to ease the tug 
through with cables, as was contem- 
plated, and consequently the task has 
to be abandoned for the present at least. 
_ Today's reports from the flooded Ar- 
kansas are more favorable and for this 
reason the failure of the passage through 
the crevasse of the relief tug was not 
taken with much disappointment. The 
’Frisco railroad succeeded in running a 
relief train today to Marion from. the 
west. but persons there declined to leave 
their homes, as they take the view that 
they are in no danger for the present. 
It is also Yeported that all live stock 
there is being well cared for and food is 
sufficiént.

The annual report 
of Adjutant General J. Clifford R. Fos- 
ter, of Florida, has just been published, 
and in it he recommends ‘‘a reduction in 
the rank of the adjutant general from 
that of major general to brigadier gen- 
eral.””

Clements From the 
Bijou. 


Officer C. B. Hill was tried by the 
police board last night for ejecting Ww. 
B. Clements, traveling passenger agent 
of the Seaboard Air Line, from the Bi- 
jou theater on the night of March 17, 
and was suspended for thirty days. The

Clements ‘testified that he was at the 
theater with friends and applauded when 
a song was sung about his railroad. 
The officer asked him to desist and he 
explained why he applauded. He was 
then seized and shoved from the theater 
in a boisterous manner. Outside, the 
officer released him and when he, Clem- 
ents, asked for his number a _ second 
arrest was made, the officer remarking: 
“I'll give you something to report me 
about.”’ 

At the intercession of friends he was 
released a second time. 

The evidence of Mr.. Clements was 
corroborated by some ten or tv@elve 
witnesses. Several witnesses stated that 
Clements had done nothing and _ dis- 
turbed no one and that the ejection was 
an outrage. 

Hill stated that he did what he believed 
to be his duty as: Clements :had gone 
into the theater in a noisy manner and 
disturbed the audience by his loud hand 
ciapping. Two or three witnesses stated 
they heard the hand clapping, but did 
not know who it was applauding in the 
middle of the song. 

In executive session the board decided 
that Hill had been guilty of-neglect of 
duty and gave him a suspension of thir- 
ty days. Hill will now be prosecuted 
in the state courts.

Why Electricity Is Costly. 

Chicago Tribune: While the electric mo- 
tor is rapidly replacing all other methods 
of power trusmission and distribution, due 
to its greater economy, electric power 
when used as a source of light is still at a 
disadvantage regarding economy, says 
Charles P. Steinmetz in The Electrical 
World and Engineer. That is, as a rule 
electric power is more expensive than gas 
or kerosene, and the expensive use of elec- 
tric light is due more to its greater con- 
venience, reliability, and cleanliness than 
to its economy. This follows from the 
fact that the efficiency of producing light“ 
from electric power is extremely low, be- 
low 10 per cent in the most efficient in the 
arc lamp, and something like 3 per cent In 
the incandescent lamp and the Nernst 
lamp. It is obvious, then, that if the effi- 
clency of light production could be raised 
to figures even half as high as that of 
power production, the electric light would 
Sweep every other illuminant out of ex- 
igtence by its greater economy,

Engineer Fred Priest, who 
was on duty at the time, also noticed 
the pecullar lurching of the vessel and 
turned on the midship siphons, but find- 
ing no water, he started aft and dis- 
covered that the’ vessel was sinking stern 
first. 

Engineer Rosignol by this time was 
on. ‘deck and ordered all hands to the 
cabin top. In an instant the vessel made 
to port, striking the timber on the north 
bank of the river and with a crash re- 
bounded to., the starboard,: and ‘sank, 
submerging the second deek and filling 
the state rooms with water. 

With an ax Engineer Rosignol broke 
in the doors and windows, while other 
members of the crew under Captain 
Mercier, carried out the half drowned 
passengers, some of whom had to be 
passed to the cabin roof over the outer 
rail, 

A boat was immediately sent to We- 
laka and within @¢n hour row boats and 
launches were at the scene of the dis- 
aster. On these the. terror-stricken wo- 
men and children were taken to Wela- 
ka, where they were clothed and fed. 

Isittle or no baggage belonging to the 
passengers has been recovered. Many 
escaped in their night clohting only. 
The boat lies \at an angle of almost 
45 degrees. It is thought she can be 
floated. 

It is not known with certainty what 
caused the boat to sink, but it is believed 
that her hull struck a sunken log, caus- 
ing her to spring aleak. . 

There were twenty passengers on board 
and all were saved. The two men who 
were drowned were of the crew.

WILD CARS CAUSE 
MEN THEIR LIVES 


— 


Accident in Mine Caused by 
Breaking of a Coupling, 


——OOO 


Fifteen Men on the Cars Were Being 
Hauled to Surface by Endless 
Chain When Coupling 
Broke — Three Lives 
Are Lost. 


Johnstown, Pa., March 19.—The break- 
ing of a coupling followed by the run- 
away of a string of loaded coal cars in 
the Sunshine mine at South Fork, this 
county, late this afternoon, caused the 
death of three men, the fatal injury of 
one, and more or less serious injury to 
nine others. The dead: 

ANTHONY BORDER, of South Fork, 
aged 40 years. 

JOSEPH S. STRANK, South Fork, aged 
30 years. : 

FRANK M’CLAIN, of Ehrenfeld. 

The injured are: Coolbaugh, of South 
Fork, spine injured and breast crushed; 
will die.’ Albert Paul, of South Fork, 
arm, leg and collar bone broken; serious. 
William Parker, South Fork, crushed 
about head and body; will recover. : 

A half dozen others, whose names could 
not be ascertained, were badly bruised. 

The accident occurred about 5 o’clock 
this afternoon as the men were leaving 
the mine. A trip of about twenty-five 
loaded ¢cafs was being hauled to the sur- 
face by an endles chain. When the cars 
left the center of the mine fifteen or 
more men climbed aboard. All went well 
until the train reached a “‘dip’’ about 100 
yards from the mouth of the mine. The 


train climber three-fourths of the steep. 


grade in safety, but a short distance 
from the level track the hitching between 
the second and third cars broke. 

Instantly the mine slope was filled with 
shouts of the men, as all of the cars 
with the exception of wie first two com- 
menced to back down the grade. Slowly 
at first, but with gradually increasing 
speed, the cars sped downward, giving 
the men scarcely an opportunity to jump 
and save themselves. When about 20 
yards from where the hitching broke 
the foremost car left the track and the 
remainder of the trip piled up back of it. 

Those who had been fortunate enough 
to jump from the runaway cars quickly 
ran to the outside and told of the acci- 
dent. Help was quickly brought to the 
men buried beneath the pile of wreckage 
which filled the 6-foot heading for a dis- 
tance of 20 yards. At a late hour tonight 
the wreckage had been cleared away dnd 
the injured all taken out. ;

THE PASSING THRONG 


Of late years the attention of fruit 
growers has been much given to the 
search for a method whereby peach and 
other trees may be retarded so as not 
to yield unduly to early and unseason- 
able warm spells. 

“Perhaps the most interesting experi- 
ments along this line have been made in 
Ohio and a few. sections of the north,’’ 
said Colonel R. C. Berckkmans, of Au- 
gusta, chairman of the rate commfttee 
of the Georgia Fruit Grdwers’ Associa- 
tion, which met at the Kimball yester- 
day. 

“These experiments have  been,”” he 
continued, ‘‘the coating of the tree trunk 
with lime, the idea being that the white 
color of the lime would reflect the heat 
and in so doing materially lessen its in- 
fluence on the trees. This principle is al- 
ways adopted by persons in the tropics 
as regards tkeir clothes. You never sea 
a person near the equator with a dark 
suit of clothes on; they always wear 
either white or yellow. 

“Tiowever, the experiments on the fruit 
trees have not as yet proven anything 
and I don’t think they will until the lime 
can be placed on hundreds of trees at 
one time and in one vicinity during just 
the right kind of a season for the test- 
neg. 

“Another method that has been adopt- 
ed with a certain degree of success, it 
is claimed, is the removing of a part of 
the earth from about the base of the 
trees, thus retarding their development 
in a measure.”

CASTRO'S DE 


Seligmans Have Renewed Prop- 
osition On Larger Scale 


Stipulate for an American Agent at 
Qaracas to Collect the Customs. 
Proposition Said To Be At- 
tractive to the Al- 
lies. 


Washington, March 19.—The  interna- 
tional syndicates leased by the Seligmans 
has renewed on a larger scale than at its 
first venture the offer to assume Venez- 
uela’s debts to the powers on conditions. 
I. N. Seligman has been in Washington 
two days in that pursult and he has been 
at the white house and has communi- 
cated with some members of the diplo- 
matic corps. With him is associated Sol- 
omon Sohn, representing the Disconto 
Gesellschaft, or discount bank of Berlin, 
which is the largest Individual creditor 
of Venezuela. Mr. Seligman made ar- 
rangements to affiliate in the floating of 
the Venezuelan debt with the banking 
firm of Speyer & Ca, of London, so that 
instead of beink a purely American syn- 
dicate, as at first supposed, the new part- 
nership will have an international cast. 

It is understood that the demand is not 
now made for guaranty, by the United 
States government, that these investors 
shall recover their money from Venez- 
uela when the loan becomes due, It is 
stated that the action of the United 
States in stgning a protocol with Mr. 
Bowen, providing for the settlement of 
all American claims up to this time, 
has satisfied Mr. Seligman that when the 
ttme shall come he, like any other cred- 
itor, can ask the state department to aid 
him fn collecting his money if justice is 
dented in Venezuela. The president, there- 
fore, is not asked to make any specific 
promise, as was the case during the first 
overtures, when he promptly refused to 
bind this government as proposed by the 
syndicate 

But while the syndicate has not re- 
newed its request as first made, it does 
want some visible exhibition of the in- 
terest of the United States in this matter 
—something that might connect the 
United States government with the enter- 
prise. It wants an American to be ap- 
pointed an agent and stationed in Cara- 
cas to manage the redemption of the 
loan and, if necessary, to collect a cer- 
tain proportion of t customs receipts. 

It is believed this opposition is at- 
tractive to both England 
for if it were accepted Venez 
pay her creditors within a few days 
and the disagreeable necessity of adjust- 
ing thé question of preferential payments 
would. vanish, 

Secretary Hay being absent, it cannot 
be sald that the proposition has been 
fairly laid before this government, but 
it has been broached. Mr. Seligman left 
Washington today expecting to return in 
about two weeks, when, if conditions are 
auspicious, he may put the proposition 
in concrete form. 

Mr. Bowen does not favor the propo- 
Sition, and as his powers are unlimited 
in Washington it is apparent that it can 
come to nothing unless the principals 
find some way to induce President Cas- 
tro at Caracas to act in person. Mr. 
Bowen made this pretty clear today to 
Mr. Seligman when the latter called on 
him. 

The success of the undertaking might 
mean the advancement to Venezuela by 
the syndicate of probably more than $50, - 
000,000, as the syndicate has figured at 
$45,000,000 the probable total amount of 
claims that Venezuela will have to pay 
the foreign creditors and an additional 
amount must be allowed for expenses 
and not less than 10 per cent commissions 
to the syndicate, 


Bowen Wants Information. 

Washington, March 19.—Another impor- 
tant chapter in the Venezuela controversy 
developed tonight. Impelled by the per- 
sistent reports which have been circulated 
that there might be a disposition on the 
part of the allied powers to settle direct- 
ly with President Castro the question 
of the payments of the claims of their 
ctiizens against Venezuela, coupled with 
the exasperating delay in settling the 
additional protocols with him, Herbert 
W. Bowen, Venezuela's plenipotentiary, 
has made an effort to obtain positive in- 
formation from the allies as to their in- 
tentions in the premises. With this pur- 
pose In view tonight he addressed to Sir 
Michael Herbert, the British ambassador 
at Washington, a polite note calling at- 
tention to the delay of about a month 
and to the rumors that have.been cur- 
rent that-the powers are not disposed to 
send the question of preferential treat- 
ment to The Hague. Mr. Bowen urged 
it as desirable that some declaration 
should be made by allies ag to what 
they will do.

FRANK RUCKER 
IS AGAIN FREE 


‘Second Commitment Trial 
in Wilkes County Ends 
Like First. 


Washington, Ga., March 19.—(Special.) 
After a manful and stubborn fight by 
able counsel on both sides, the second 
commitment trial of Frank Rucker came 
to an end last night at 11 o’clock and 
for the second time Rucker was given 
his liberty. 

A more unique case than this is per- 
haps not on record in.the state, After 
killing Dr. J. I, Tharpe in the road and 
breaking the empty gun over his head, 
Rucker surrendered to the sheriff of his 
own accord. A few days later the case 
was called before Judge Crafton’s court. 
The counsel for the state announced that 
they had not had sufficient time to make 
ready for the trial, that additional evi- 
dence had come to their knowledge since 
court convened, and asked the court to 
grant a continuance, which the court de- 
nied. To have a continuance anyhow 
the prosecution withdrew the warrant, 
stating that they did so on the grounds 
already recited, but would issue a new 
Warrant as soon as they were ready to 
go to trial. The counsel for defense were 
antious to go to trial and to press their 
claim they were forced to fight the very 
move that would temporarily give their 
client Hberty. The judge dismissed the 
case and Rucker was released from jail. 

Last week a new warrant was issued 
for Rucker and the trial set for Tues- 
day. Counsel for defense argued that 
this case had already been disposed of 
by a court of same jurisdiction and that 
no similar court could again pass on the 
case, as it had been disposed of by the 
act of Judge Crafton’s court. The states 
attorneys contended to the contrary, and 
after lengthy arguments the court ruled 
that the case could not be debarred on 
account of decision already rendered in 
a similar court. 

The case has aroused unusual interest 
and was two days being heard. Rucker 
claimed that Tharpe had attempted to 
drug and rape his wife, and when he 
learned of the nature of the assauk he 
went to see Tharpe, intending to beat 
him within an inch of his life and run 
him out of the county. *That he met 
Tharpe on the road, demanded him to 
throw up his hands, that Tharpe drew 
a pistol and before he could fire Rucker 
fired his musket and killed Tharpe, 
Rucker also alleged that Tharpe had 
drugged and seduced a 16-year-old girl 
in Telfair county, another at Towns, Ga., 
and had been guilty of the same crime 
twice in South Carolina, 

The prosecution will take the case to 
the grand jury at the May term of Wilkes 
superior court.

Constitution Bureau, 467 Second street, 
Macon, Ga.. March 19.—(Special.)—The 
license insepctor got busy yesterday by 
issuing summons to the Cherokee, 
Progress, Elks and Henry Burney clubs, 
and this morning representatives of the 
clubs appeared before Recorder Free- 
man to answer to the charge of selling 
spirituous liquors without having paid 
the $200 license tax recently imposed by 
the board of aldermen. 

Hon. Roland Ellis appeared for the 
Cherokee Club and admitted the charges 
made by the license inspector and ask- 
ed the court to impose a fine so that 
the case could be carried to the higher 
courts. 

Mr. Ellis declared, that in his optnion, 
the city had no right to impose a busi- 
ness tax upon social clubs as no business 
was done for gain and that the publiie 
were not admitt>4 to the bars. He fur- 
ther said that if the clubs were made 
to pay this tax that they could also be 
taxed for each pool table and be made to 
take out a restaurant license because 
they gave their members food. 

“There are but three kinds of taxes,” 
said Colonel] Ellis, ‘‘that can be imposed 
by the city—ad valorem taxes, street 
tax, license tax cn business and special 
taxes on animals, and as this case in- 
volves a question of law, the Cherokees 
Club desires to take the matter to the 
higher courts. I would request, tHere- 
fore, that a fine of $200 be imposed so 
that we can give bond and appeal.”

the fiscal agent of the company. The 
firm has accordingly at all times desired 
to further the best interests of the com- 
Pany and all its stockholders, and espe- 
Cially to aid in steadily developing the 
business of the company and the pros- 
perity of the country which it serves. 
The firm considered that these results 
were accomplished so far as possible by 
the policy of the company during the ex- 
istence of the voting trust. Not long af- 
ter the termination of the voting trust, 
however, and very early in May, 1901, 
the firm became aware that unusually 
large purchases of the stock of the com- 
pany were in progress in the stock mar- 
ket, apparently in a single interest. The

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REPORT MADE 
ON CANE SIRUP 


Result of Experiments by the 
Government in This 
State, 


By Jos: Ohl. 

Washington, March 19.—(Special.)—The 
department of agriculture has sent to 
the printers a report showing the effect 
of the experiments in Georgia last year 
In the interest of the cane sirup industry. 
It is expected that these reports will be 
out within a few weeks and that the in- 
formation therein contained will be of 
much use to the growers in southern 
Georgia. 

The experiments made in the study of 
the soils and of the best fertilizer to be 
used to produce greatest results will be 
continued at Cairo and other points in 
southern Georgia during the present year. 
At the same time the construction of 
the model mill, which is to be placed at 
Waycross, will be pushed forward as 
rapidly as possible. 

Dr. Wiley, chief chemist of the agricul- 
tural department, who has taken such 
an active interest in the promotion of the 
cane sirup industry, has these arrange- 
ments in hand. He says that the nec- 
contracts for the building will 
soon be let. In commenting upon the en- 
couragement given by the citizens of 
Waycross, Dr. Wiley says that they have 
manifested @ most commendable degree 
of enterprise in all their dealings with the 
government. <A lat situated just on the 
outskirts of the town, with ample rail- 
way facilities, has been tendered to the 
government free of rental by a bank 
which owns it. The government cannot 
take it free of charge, but will hold it 
under a nominal] rental of $% a year. The 
work of extending the water pipes and 
electric light wires to the lot is now un- 
der way. The citizens of Waycross, 
through the municipal government act- 
ing for them, offered to let the govern- 
ment have light and water free of charge 
for this purpose, but this was declined 
with thanks. 

Cane growers in the vicinity have en- 
tered into a contract to furnish the plant 
with 750 tons of cane annually, the sup- 
ply being so distributed as to keep the 
mill going at all times. 

Secretary of Agriculture Wilson and Dr. 
Wiley have accepted invitations to at- 
tend the convention of Georgia cane 
growers, to be held at Macon the first 
week in May. It is expected this will be 
an important convention and will be 
largely attended. It is possible that the 
secretary will so arrange his trip as to 
be able to stop off at Tallulah Falls, 
either going or coming, for the purpose 
of inspecting the’ silk industry at that 
point. This has not yet been definitely 
settled, however.

torrent. North Helena is separated from 
the city of Helena by a strong embank- 
ment, 

The railroads entering this city from 
the west are completely tied up. The 
water is rolling cver their tracks and 
no effort is being made to move trains 
for the present, The city last night was 
filled with west bound passengers, but 
the local managers were equal to thz 
occasion, Boats. were chartered by the 
Cotton Belt and Iron Mountain lines 
and their passengers were taken to 
Helena and sent around the water to 
their destinations. The Choctaw railroad 
sent a special] train, carrying three hun- 
dred passengers, over the Illinoise Cen- 
tral tracks to Cairo, frém where the 
travelers will be sent to ‘their objective 
points. 

The water rose considerably. in North 
Memphis last night and today, but oth- 
erwise the situation is unchanged. 

No Fear at New Orleans. 

New Orleans, March 19.—The river has 
risen a tenth of q foot in the past 
twenty-four hours, registering at 8 thie 
morning 19.4, a tenth under the extreme 
high water of 1897. There is compara- 
tively little change in’ the local situa- 
tion, which is proved by the continuance 
of good weather. The local engineers 
say that the emergency work along the 
river front is so much advanced that 
there is absolutely no need for local 
apprehension even if the maximum stage 
of water predicted by the weather bu- 
reau is realized. Advices from points 
between here and Baton Rouge are to 
the effect that all weak places have been 
strengthened and that the whole sys- 
tem of levees is sustaining the strain 
without deterioration. 

Louisville, Ky.; March -19.—Mr. Henry 
Walter, of this city, who built the cot- 
ton exchange at New Orleans and was 
the first civil engineer and architect to 
construct a basement in that city and 
who is well informed relative to the 
general situation at New Orleans, today 
said: 

“I have absolute confidence that New 
Orleans will never suffer from flood. 
Should the river reach a stage where wa- 
ter would flow over the levee along the 
city water front the water would pass 
through the streets and empty into Lake 
Ponchatrain, a distance of about 4 
miles from the river front, and the curent 
would not be swift enough to do any 
material damage to the city. It is an im- 
possibility for the leeves on the river 
front to break, owing to the gradual rise 
of the made land.

PROVISIONS OF TREATY 


RATIFIED BY THE SENATE 


Washington, March 19.—The Cuban 
treaty ratified today by the senate waa 
negotiated in Havana, December 11, 1902, 
between General Tascer H. Bliss, repre- 
senting the United States, and Senors 
Carlos de Saldo and Jose M. Garcia 
Montes, representing Cuba. The United 
States senate made several amendments 
to the document. As ratified by the sen- 
ate today it provides that all merchandise 
produced by either country which now 
enters the other duty free shall continue 
tree of import duties. All other Cuban 
products imported into the United States 
Shall enter at a reduction of 20 per cent 
from the rate of duty imposed by the 
United States on such articles of mer- 
chandise. All imports into Cuba from the 
United States not entitled to free entry 
shall be given a reduction of 20 per cent; 
provided they do not fall within the here- 
inafter named class as to which a greater 
reduction in duty is made. 

Schedule A provides that the following 
articles shall be entitled to 25 per cent 
reduction from the regular tariff: Ma- 
chinery and apparatus of copper or its 
alloys or machines and apparatus in 
which copper or its alloys enter as the 
component of chief value; cast iron, 
wrought iron and steel and manufactures 
thereof; articles of crystal and glass, ex- 
cept window glass; ships and water borne 
vessels of all kinds, of iron or steel; 
whiskies and brandies; fish, salted, pick- 
led, smoked or marinated: fish or shell 
isn, preserved in oil or otherwise in tin; 
articles of pottery or earthenware now 
classified under paragraphs 21 and 22 of 
the customs tariff of the republic of 
Cuba. 

Schedule B gives a reduction of 30 per 
cent on the following artciles; Butter, the 
flour of wheat, corn, the flour of corn or 
corn meal; chemical and pharmaceutical 
products and simple drugs; liquors in 
bottles; non-alcoholic beverages; cider; 
mineral waters; colors and dyes; window 
glass; complete or partly made up arti- 
cles of hemp, flax, pits, jute, henequin, 
ramie and other vegetable fibres now 
Classified under the paragraphs of group 
25, class V, of the customs tariff of the 
republic of Cuba; musical instruments; 
writing and printing paper, except for 
newspapers; cotton and manufactures 
thereof, except knitted goods (see sched- 
ule C); all articles of cutlery, boots, 
shoes and slippers, now classified under 


paragrphs 197 and 198 of the customs tar- 
iff of the republic of Cuba; gold and 
Silverplated ware, photographs, engrav- 
ings, lithographs, cromo-lithographs, ole- 
ogtaphs, etc., printed from stone, zinc, 
aiuminum or other material used as la- 
bels. flaps, bands and wrappers for to- 
bacco or other purposes, and. all the 
other papers (except papers for cigar- 
ettes and excepting maps and charts); 
Dasteboard and naire teed thereof 
now classified under paragrpahs 157 and 
164 inclusive of the customs tariff of the 
republic of Cuba; common or ordinary 
soaps, now classified under paragraph 
105, letters “‘A’’ and “B” of the customs 
tariff of the republic of Cuba; vegetables, 
pickles or ppreserved in any manner; ail 
wines, except those now classified under 
paragraph 279 (A) of the customs tariff 
of the republic of Cuba.

customs tariff of the republic of Cuba; 
umbrellas and parasols; dexterine and 
glucose; watches; woo) and manufac- 
tures thereof; silk and manufactures 
thereof; rice; cattle. 

It is specifically agreed that tobacco, 
in any form, of the United States or its 
insular possessions shall not be given 
any concession or rebate of duty when 
imported jnto Cuba. Both countries agree 
that the rates of duty granted during the 
life of the treaty shall be preferentia! as 
respects like imports from other coun- 
tries. It is especially provided that while 
the treaty is in force no Cuban sugars 
shall be admitted into the United States 
at a greater reduction than 2% per cent 
from the present tariff rates and 
that no sugar produced by any 
country other than Cuba. shall be 
admitted into~ the United States 
by treaty or convention, while the new 
treaty is in force, at a lower rate of 
duty than that imposed by existing law. 
If not denounced the treaty shall con- 
tinue in effect for five years from the 
date it goes into effect, which shall be 
ten days after exchange of ratifications.

SOUTH BENEFITED 


BY CUBAN TREATY 


Continued from First Page. 


North Carolina, spoke in support of it. 
Senator Berry based his opposition to the 
agreement on the amendment offered by 
the committee on foreign relations pro- 
viding against any further reduction by 
treaty of the duty on sugar, while the 
treaty remains in force. : 
Senator Carmack opposed the treaty on 
general principles, declaring that it was 
contrary to our theory of governmment. 
Simmons Favors Treaty. 
Senator Simmons was the only demo- 
crat who made a speéch in advocacy 
of the ratification of the treaty. He re- 
plied at some length to the speech of 
Senator Foster, declaring for the treaty 
as a means of promoting friendly rela- 
tions between the United States and Cu- 
ba. He said that he spoke for the United 
States and not for Cuba, declaring he 
did not accept the theory that the United 
States is under any obligations to Cuba, 
saying he thought that we had done all 
for the Cubans that any one nation 
could be expected to do for another. 
But he believed that with the ratification 
of this treaty Cuba’s prosperity would 
be maierially enhanced and that on ae- 
count of the improved feeling on the 
part of the Cubans toward this country 
our exportations to Cuba, which now 
amount to about $28,000,000 annually, soon 
would be doubled. He said he refused 
to accept the theory that the American 
Sugar producing industry would be in- 
jured by adopting the reciprocity rela- 
tions proposed by the treaty, and con- 
tended that the only advantage Cuba 
would have over the United States in 
the production of sugar would be found 
in the fact that the Cuban soil is some- 
what better adapted to that industry 
than is ours. Even after the reduction 
proposed, the duty on Cuban sugar, he 
said, would amount to 64 per cent ad 
valorem, and he was satisfied that that 
rate of duty would be sufficient to main- 
tain the industry in the United States. 
Two Amendments Accepted. 


On the conclusion of Mr. Simmons’ 
speech voting began. The committee on 
foreign relations announced, through 
Senator Cullom, its chairman, the ac- 
ceptance of two amendments in addition 
to those already recommended by the 
committée. The first of these was the 
amendment increasing the rate of reduc- 
corn meal and corn i{m- 
ported into Cuba from the United States 
to 30 per cent. The other amendment 
adopted by the committee was suggested 
by Senator Bacon, and fixed a uniform 
reduction of 30 per cent on American 
cotton goods imported into Cuba. 

The. only aye and no vote taken on 
the committee amendments was on the 
amendment adopted some time ago by 
the committee, at the instance of the beet 
sugar republican’ senators, providing 
against further treaty reduction of the 
duty on sugar imported into the United 
States for the next five years, or while 
the treaty remains in force. A division 
was called for on this amendment, and 
it was sustained by a majority of 22 
votes, the vote being 44 for the amend- 
ment and 22 against {t, the negative votes 
being cast by democrats. The other 
committee amendments, including those 
accepted today and the amendment mak- 
ing the approval of the entire congress 
necessary to render the treaty effective, 
then were adopted. 

After the committee amendments had 
been accepted, the democrats offered a 
number of amendments, but they were 
all voted down by strict party votes. One 
of these amendments provided for the 
striking out of artitle 6 of the treaty, 
which makes specific declaration against 
the granting of any concession to Ameri- 
can tobacce imported into Cuba. That 
article was left just as it was when 
the treaty was sent to the senate. The 
amendment to strike out article 6 was 
offered by Senator McEnery, as was also 
arother amendment providing for the ad- 
mission of. American rice into Cuba free 
of duty. Senator Foster presented an 
amendment providing that the treaty shall 
not go into effect until Cuba should ac- 
cept the Chinese exclusion laws of the 
United States, but it, Ike the McEnery 
amendments, met defeat. 

Annexation Amendment Withdrawn. 

Senator Newlands withdrew his amend- 
ment authorizing the United States to 
issue an invitation to Cuba to enter 
the union and become a state thereof, 
but gave notice that he would renew it 
when the question of approving the treaty 
should come up in the next regular ses- 


sion. 

The vote was then taken on the motion 
to ratify, which was made by Senator

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ROYAL ARCANUM 
DEFEATS WIDOW 


Decision of Great Importance 
to Members of the 
Organization. 


St. Louls, March 19.—In the United 
States circult court of appeals an oOpin- 
ion was handed down by Judge Thayer 
in the case of the supreme lodge, Royal 
Arcanum, against Anna J. Taylor, which 
is remanded with instructions that the 
plaintiff is not entitled to recover. The 
decision will be of interest to fraternal 
organizations, and members who are in- 
sured in this organization. 

Anna J. Taylor is the widow of George 
F. Taylor, a member of the Royal Arca- 
num, of Denver. He was insyred for 
$3,000 in 189 and died in November, 1900. 
Payment of the insurance certificate was 
contested on the ground that he had 
not paid the monthly assessment of Oc- 
tober, 1900, due on the last day of that 
month, and was therefore suspended ac- 
cording to the by-laws. 

The collector failed to pay Taylor's as- 
sessment for October, as he had been in 
the habit of doing when overdue, and 
when it was tendered three days later, 
just before Taylor's death, it was refused 
on the ground that under the by-laws 
Taylor was under suspension. Mrs. Tay- 
lor recovered judgment against the 6u- 
preme council, which appealed. 

Judge Thayer, writing the opinion, says 
the question at issue is to determine 
whether the supreme council was cogni- 
zant of the practice of the collector in ac- 
cepting the assessment of Taylor after 
he was delinquent and whether it ratified 
such practice by accepting the delin- 
quent’s assessment in violation of its by- 
laws. He finds nothing in the evidence 
to warrant this assumption,

INDICTED THEM 
BY HUNDREDS 


Over 250 Miners Are Held 
by a Federal Grand 
Jury. | 


Charleston, W. Va., March 19.—The 
United States grand jury adjourned today 
after being in session ten days and find- 
ing over 250 indictments against miners 
and those who participated in the alleged 
hold-up of Deputy Marshal Dan Cunning- 
ham at Atkinsville, Raleigh county, and 
in the Stanford battle between miners 
and deputy marshals. The indictments 
charge resistance of federal authority in 
some instances and conspiracy in others. 
The court has adjourned until June and 
none of the cases will be tried. No in- 
dictments were returned against the dep- 
uty marshal or his guards who partici- 
pated in the Stanford battle. 

The grand jury made a special report 
entirely exonerating the officers from 
blame in connection with the Stanford 
City fight, declaring that they acted in 
self-defense. 

Warrants are being made out for the 
arrest of the men indicted, only a few 
of whom are in custody or under bond, 
and Deputy Marshal Cunningham already 
has chosen a strong posse of determined 
men to go with him to make arrests. 
Cunningham declares he will bring every 
man for whom he has warrants.

Vanderlip Says This Section 
Will Lead in Cotton 
Manufacture, 


Boston, March 19.—New Englangd’s ul- 
tlm to dependence’ on foreign trade was 
the topic upon which Former Assistant 
Treasurer F. A. Vanderlip addressed the 
members of the Commerctel Club tonight 
and in the course of his remarks he sug- 
gested as a fruitful fleld of inquiry for 
the club the need of a school for train- 
ing young men in international com- 
merce.

HARMONY FEST 
FOR DEMOCRATS

That Is What the Senate Extra 
| ‘Session Has Been, 


Much of the Credit for Harmonious 
Action Is Due to Senator Gor- 
man—Republicans Are Re- 
sponsible for the Sto- 

ries of Strife. — 


By Jos: Ohl. 

Washington, March 19.—(9pecial.)—Dem- 
ocrats here in Washington feel that a 
decided step toward party harmony has 
been accomplished by the democrats of 
the senate in the extra session which 
has just come to an end. They believe 
that with honest efforts on the part of all 
democratic leaders to promote harmony 
rather than to contribute to discord, the 
chance of electing a democratic president 
in 1904 will be materially bettered. They 
see, as The Constitution has suggested, 
that so long as they indulge in criticism 
of this leader or that leader they will 
simply be reopening the old sores and 
that the party would lose all possible 
chances of success by going into the cam- 
paign as a house divided against itself. 

Harmony in All Hearts. 

Much of the credit for the harmonious 
action of democratic senators at the extra 
session undoubtedly belongs to Senator 
Gorman, but each individual senator has 
contributed his full share to that result. 
It is because the indjvdual senators had 
harmony in their hearts that Senator 
Gorman, acting as leader, has been able 
to say to the republicans: ‘‘We are here 
a united and harmonious minority, and 
you will find us a minority that must be 
seriously reckoned with.’ 

The democrats have accomplished much 
at this extra session. They have put 
through their programme without a break 
in it. They determined, first, to insist 
upon the amendment to the Cuban treaty 
calling for the approval of congress be- 
fore that treaty could become effective, 
and they carried their point. They deter- 
mined to use every possible means to se- 
cure the adoption of certain amendments 
to the Panama canal treaty which they 
pregarded necessary to strengthen that 
document and they presented a united 
front in support of these amendments. 

Their policy was not to delay ratification 
Or accomplish the defeat of the canal 
treaty, though they had the votes to pre- 
vent ratification had they desired to do so. 
They have always been the strongest 
and most sincere advocates, taken as a 
body, of the canal proposition, and their 
efforts to amend were made for the sole 
purpose of strengthening the canal treaty 
along American lines. Being in the minor- 
ity, they considered that they would do 
their full duty when they polled every 
vote in favor of these amendments. Fail- 
ing to secure the adoption of these amend- 
ments because of the opposition of all of 
the republicans, the responsibility for the 
treaty as it stands—for its weak spots 
and for those provisions which are cal- 
culated to give trouble in the future—lies 
with the republicans alone. The demo- 
crats could have defeated the treaty, but 
if they had the responsibility for its 
failure would have rested upon their shoul- 
ders. As it is, they determined in caucus 
to do everything in their power to make 
the treaty what it should be and, fail- 
ing in this, to support its ratification. 

Their Special Contention. 

This programme was carried through 
without a break. The representatives of 
the party acted together in perfect har- 
mony. 

The amendment upon which they were 
most insistent and which is of most vital 
importance to the enterprise was that 
of Senator Bacon, presented as a substi- 
tute for the twenty-third article of the 
canal treaty. 

This twenty-third article as put in the 
original cocument reads ae follows: 

If it should become necessary at any 
time to employ armed forces for the 
safety or protection of the canal, or of 
the Ships that make use of the same, or 
the railways and other works, the re- 
public of Colombia agrees to provide 
the forces necessary for such purpose, ac- 
cording to the circumstances of the case, 
but if the government of Colombia 


cannot effectively comply with this obli- 
gation, then, with the consent of or at the 
request of Colombia, or of her minister 
at Washington, or of the local authori- 
ties, civil or military, the United States 
shall employ such force as may be neces- 
sary for that sole purpose; and ag soon 
as the necessity shall have ceased will 
withdraw the forces so employed. Under 
exceptional circumstances, however, on 
account of unforeseen or imminent dan- 
ger to said canal, railways and other 
works or to the lives and property of 
the persons employed upon the canal, 
railways, and other works, the govern- 
ment of the United States is authorized 
to act in the interest of their protection, 
wihout the necessity of obtaining the con- 
sent beforehand of the government of 
Colombia; and it shall give immediate 
advice of the measures adopted fur the 
purpose stated; and as soon as sufficient 
Colombian forces shall arrive to attend 
to the indicated purpose, those of the 
United States shall retire. 


In order to understand the position of 
the two parties upon this great question 
of American control of the canal zone, 
with the absolute right to use American 


force for the protection of American 
property, it is necessary to read that 
twenty-third article as it appears in the 
‘eaty. Then compare with it the 
nendment proposed by Senator Bacon 
1d supported by all the democrats, 
-hich reads as follows: 


The government of the United States 
Shall have and exercise the exclusive 
right to provide and enforce such means 
and measures as it may deem advisable 
and necessary for the regulation and 
management of the canal and for the 
safety and protection thereof, and of 
the ships that make use of the same, and 
the railways and other works within said 
zone, including all persons and cargoes 
and freights and other property connected 
with the construction, maintenance and 
operation of said canal and the use there- 
of; and for the accomplishment of these 
ends, as well as for the protection of 
the lives and persons of those employed 
upon the canal, railways and other 
works, or engaged in the use thereof, 
the government of the United States shall 
employ such force as may by it be 
deemed necessary, and to this end shall

siders attempt to do for the uplifting 
of the negro, to be of value instead of 
injury to all concerned, must be along 
the line of practical education and 
training, without any effort at forcing 
him into a false and untenable posi- 
tion by the political route. In short, 
they are beginning to see that social 
equality and political recognition do 
not help the negro’s case at all, but, on 
the contrary, simply makes matters 
worse for him, worse for those in the 
south who would help him. 

A striking instance of how the intel- 
ligence of the north is coming to re- 
gard the negro quesion is the address 
delivered by Mr. W. H. Baldwin, Jr., 


of the Unitarian Club in New 
city Wednesday evening. 

No man is more sincerely interested 
in the south than is Mr. Baldwin, who 
railway for a number of years was 
directly identified with this section in 
an important way. Nor is any man 


the south in a practical way than is 
Mr. Baldwin. He is a philanthropist 
who is built on broad lines, 
goes to the very root 
when he applies his brain and heart to 
the solution of that subject. This is 
what he told his New York hearers 
Wednesday night about the south’'s ne- 
gro problem: 

“The north,’ 
‘must help the 
this problem. We must help them 
the best for the negro man. It ts 
of the most extraordinary things on rec- 
ord that four governors have- just been 
elected in the south who went before 
the public on a platform of free edu- 
cation for the whites and blacks to- 
gether. This, I say, is the beginning 
of a new era for the black .man.” 

The above is simply common 
sense applied to a problem that all the 
theorists on earth can never solve. 
The south is doing what it can to up- 
lift the negro by giving him the sort of 
education that he needs. 
people of the south are educating the 
negro’s child without discrimination 
and he is taxing himself to do it—for, 
be it*known, the white people pay 
nine-tenths of the taxes in the south. 

Now, then, if the people of the north 
want to assist in the negro’s uplift- 
ing let them cooperate in the work 
along these lines. The south, bear in 
mind, does not ask it; but it does in- 
sist, as Mr. Baldwin well points out, 
that it is the only way in which their 
help is welcome—or of any value 
whatever. 

The very minute they threaten the 
south with the negro in politics they 
undo all that has been done for the 
negro by his practical friends and all 
that his southern friends are doing for 
him. 

Harper’s Weekly, in its last number, 
lays stress on this point. And right 
here is another instance of the north’s 
awakening. Who does not remember 
the bitter attitude of Harper's Weekly 
toward the south during reconstruc- 
tion days. Hear tnat paper now on 
the south’s negro problem. We pub- 
lish in full its editorial elsewhere, but 
here is a point that should appeal to 
the intelligence of the north: 

Unscrupulous politicians first used the 
overwhelming negro vote for the purpose 
of enabling them to plunder and debauch 
the southern states * * * When the 
south had stood the reign of thieves 
and outcasts as long as white communi- 
ties could be expected to endure out- 
rage cf this kind, the sustaining arm 
of the federal government, was taken 
away from the ctiminals, and the rule 
of the blacks and their corrupt white 
leaders tumbled to the ground. * * * 
Therefore, it has naturally come about 
that the uses made of the black vote by 
northern politicians have taught ths 
southern whites to regard the negro in 
source and the 
instrument of corruption and of political 
debaischery. The black man in office 
stands for all that is base and oppres- 
sive. His presence in the custom houses 
and the postoffices is a constant remind- 
er to the southerner of what might hap- 
pen if the negro returned, by force or 
fraud, to local power.”’ 

Just as Harper’s Weekly says, the 
south is not going to tolerate anything 
that might tend to a return of those 
conditions. 
of the north, nor Caucassians, wher- 
ever they may be, had they ever been 
through with it as we have. 

Here is just one more instance of 
the north’s awakening. The New 
York Sun republishes the observations 
of a northern editor in Alabama, taken 
from The Montclair (N. J.) Herald. 
The Sun has not always been liberal 
in its attitude toward the south, but 
it sees in these observations some- 
thing worthy of the north’s attention. 
Says the editor of The Montclair Her- 
ald: 

“From my own personal observations, 
the negroes. are treated far better here 
than {n the north.

General Fukushina, of the Japanese 


army, who is one of the foremost mili- 


tary men of his empire, has devoted 


considerable time to investigation in 
China and is convinced that proper I 


drilling and instruction will make the 
Chinese army a force which would 
have to be taken seriously in any fu- 
ture contest. . 

In the light of his prediction, the 
recently received information concern- 
ing military reforms in China is at- 
tracting attention. It is reported that 


the government has adopted a pro- 


gramme providing for two military 
colleges, one at Tien-tsin and the oth- 
er at Wuchang, with branch colleges 
in different provinces, for the educa- 
tion of officers of the higher ranks. 
Government arsenals are to be estab- 
lished at important strategic points. 
Military maneuvers are to be held in 
the spring and autumn of each year 
and conferences between the chief of- 
ficers engaged in the instruction of 
the troops and the high officials at 
Pekin are to be held at various times 
for the purpose of discussing mil- 
itary affairs. Universal conscription 
throughout the empire will be adopted 
if the present programme is carried 
through. This would do away with 
the present system of raising levies 
for temporary service, which has 
made of the Chinese army a gang of 
looters and freebooters, rather than 
an army deserving the name. 

Military men regard the adoption of 
this programme by fhe Chinese gov- 
ernment as worthy of serious atten- 
tion. In this connection it is to be 
noted that a number of the sons of 
prominent families are now being ed- 
ucated at the Imperial Military acad- 
emy in Japan. This is regarded as 
significant of a change in the Chinese 
spirit which heretofore has led the 
army to be considered less desirable 
than the civil service or commer¢la] 
life. For centuries it has been the 
highest aspiration of Chinese youths 
to get some appointment in the civil 
service, because of the opportunities 
for wealth which membership of the 
mandarin, or official, class presents. 
Now the youth of China, as represent- 
ed at this military academy in Japan, 
seems keen for knowledge of military 
affairs. : , 

A Japanese general has been assign- 
ed to duty with the Chinese govern- 
ment for the purpose of organizing a 
general staff modeled after the gen- 
eral staff of the Japanese army. In 
many ways, evidences of closer rela- 
tionship between China and Japan are

| squarely in the face, Mr. Roosevelt ought 


to recognize. It is not necessary, in seek- 
ing this reason, to take into account 
either the personal factor or the suspl- 
cion which the president entertains of 
some of his New York antagonists. The 
south did not like the Booker Washing- 
ton incident, which is regrettable, but 
that alone a few years ago would not 
have created the storm of indignation 
which has swept over that section of the 
country. Nor would the appointment of 
Dr. Crum then have moved the city of 
Charleston and the state of South Caro- 
lina so deeply as ft has. The president 
must go beyond himself, beyond his own 
conduct, for his explanation. 

His policy is in fine contrast to that 
of his party. It is true that even his 
theory as ta the negro in public place is 
distasteful to the south. but differences 
of opinion on this subject between men 
of two sections are inevitable. Mr. Roose- 
velt says that, with him, color is to be 
no bar to appointment to office, and, just 
as little, Is it to be counted as con- 
This, however, doés not 
fully set forth nor precisely define the 
president's attitude toward the negro 
As The New York Sun fustly points out, 
Mr. Roosevelt, in a letter published last 
November, then announced his intention 


ferring a right. 


“to let the colored man know that if he| 


shows in a marked degree the qualities 
of good citizenship- the qualities which 
in a white man we feel entitled to re- 
ward—then he will not be cut off from 
all hope of similar reward.’’ The presi- 
dent, in other words, will welcome oppor 
tunities to reward exceptional black men 
with public office. While, other things 
being equal, this is a commendable spirit, 
it has given occasion for the outburst 
which has “surprised and somewhat 
panied’’ the president. 

The president's attitude Is thé pro- 
verbial last feather. He is reaping the 
whirlwind sown by his party and-his pre- 
decessors. If the Roosevelt policy had 
been consistently and constantly applied 
by thé republican party, the negro, or 
race, question might never have arisen. 
Certainly it would not have disrupted 
social] conditions in the southern states, 
made their partisan solidity inevitable, 
and set them apart, politically, from 
the ether sections of the .union. _ Sych 
@ policy would have had the support 
of the best southern public men, who, 
in their time, posseBSsed enormous in- 
fluence over their neighbors. The Tri- 
bunhe’s extracts from the speeches of 
the late Justice Lamar clearly shows 
this, although they are quoted for the 
purpose of illustrating southern incon- 
@distency. In fact, the extracts prove 
nothing of the kind, but they do prove 
on the contrary, a disposition to help 
the negro upward, and if the repuwublli- 
can party, which charged itself with 
the tutelage of the enfranchised race, 
had cooperated with the best element of 
the south, Mr. Rogsevelt would not 
now be stirred by a desire to do some- 
thing political to show the exceptional 
negro that the white man is ready to 
treat him on his individual merits. Such 
treatment would have long since been 
accorded to him naturally, both in the 
north and in the south. As it is, he does 
not stand on equal terms in either sec- 
tion with white men woh may be intel- 
lectually his inferiors. 

The history of the negro in politics 
has changed the attitude of the south 
toward him, and republican leaders north 
and south, are responsible for that his- 
tory. Without inquiring into the mo- 
tives of those who gave the suffrage 
to the negro, it is true that the gift 


a republican president, 
there was universal acquiescence in the 
practical exciusion of the negro from 
the exercise of the right which he had 
abused, and which, in turn, had actual- 
ly defiled his race. Attempts by re. 
publican leaders to gain advantages in 
northern states, where there is a black 
vote, by the passage of force bills, re- 
acted on their authors, until it wag 
finally accepted as a stubborn fact by 
republican leaders that coercive meas- 
ures were not popular in the north. 

Matters ran along in this way until 
southern states undertook to make black 
voting impossible by the adoption of 
constitwtional amendments which ex- 
cluded the negro without apparently of- 
fending against the fifteenth amendment, 
Consequently, there had grown up 4 vi- 
black republican organization in 
the southern states. For a time, the 
southern whites, in their turn, seemed 
to acquiesce in a plan which left them 
in possession of their state and local 
governments, and which left to the 
black and to his white republican ds- 
sociates the federal offices. It was, how- 
ever, an unnatural state of affairs, and 
was bound to come to an end Since 
1896, the south has felt that it has been 
treated by the republican party 
“conquered province,” to use the strik- 
ing expression of Hon. John R. Proctor, 
chairman of the national civil service 
commission. The federal offices 
south have been filled by men of the 
worst character. Dive-keepers, forgers, 
embezzlers, smugglers, violators of the 
local excise laws, professional gamblers, 
burglars, murderers, black and white, 
have been appointed to collectorships, 
postmasterships and other offices. 
The black voters, no longer useful for 
the purpose of plundering the local and 
state governments, have been employ: 
ed to debauch the republican organsza- 
tion itself. The republicans of the south- 
ern states, under the- present rule, elect 
about one-third of the delegates to the 
national convention of their party. Their 
organizations have been put into the 
hands of men who will sgll them to 
the highest bidder, and part of the price 
of corruption consists of federal] offices. 
Therefore, it has naturally come about 
that the uses meade of the black vote 
by the northern politicians have taught 
the southern whites to regard the negro 
in politics as the friutful source and 
the instrument of corruption and of po- 
litical debauchery. The black man in 
office stands for all that is base and 
oppressive. His presence in. the custom 
houses and the postoffices is a constant 
reminder to the southerner of what 
might happen if the negro returened 
by force or fraud, to local power. it 
so happens that the exposition of black 
corruption in southern politics has been 
especially evident since Mr. Roosevelt's 
administration began. This is not only 
due to the fact that the actual corrup- 
tion of the republican party in the south 
is now greater than it ever has been 
since the sorrowful days of reconstruc- 
tion, but Mr. Roosevelt himself has 
done much to lay it bare-by some vig- 
orous efforts which he made at the out- 
set to work reforms that are impossible 
so long as his party remains under its 
present leadership. 

Here is an explanation of the reason 
for the wmusual sensitiveness of the 
south at the persent moment. Every 
effort which Mr. Roosevelt makes, un- 
der these conditions, to bestow political 
honors upon the black man, exceptional 
or not. is sure to be received in the 
south as an atempt to promote black 
politics, than which, as the whole coun- 
try knows, nothing is more corrupt. It 
is a pity that this should be so—a pity 
for the exceptional black man, who 
frankly accepts the situation, a pity for 
the south, and a pity for the country. 
But, as the president says, factg are 
what we ought to reckon with, and 
facts teach us that nothing but havoc 
can come to the exceptional black man 
by pushing him in among the degraded 
of his race, as 2 federal officeholder.

Pension Vouchers Drawn. 

Governor Terrell yesterday drew some 
large warrants on the state treasury in 
payment of pensions.

The whole of Rabun county was only 
recently placed north of the line. 


Wants Better Facilities. 

The railroad commission has received 
a letter from O. W. Norcros, president 
of the Scuthern Marble Company, whose 
quarries are at Marble Hill, Ga., on the 
Atlanta, Knoxville and Northern, in 
which he complains of the bad railroad 
service furnished for the transportation 
of marble from that section. 

In this connection Mr. Norcross calls 
attention to some unusually large blocks 
of marble that are to be shipped from 
these quarries. One of the blocks Is for 
the new stock exchange of New York, 
and four of them are for the State sav- 
ings bank, of Detroit, Mich. Each of 
the blocks weighs 100,000 pounds or more, 
and it requires a car of 50 tons capacity 
to ship them. Mr. Norcross says he has 
found it practically impossible’ to get 
these cars ffom the railroads, and is 
greatly hampered thereby in getting the 
Georgia product to market. 

This being interstate business, the 
Georgia commission has nothing to do 
with it. though the commissioners may 
take it up with the railroad people and 
in the interest of Georgia enterprises 
endeavor to arrive at some satisfactory 
adjustment of the problem.

The status of the dog in the state of 
Georgia, under Georgia law, will be 
tested by a damage sult that has been 
appealed to the superior court from a 
justice court and which will be decided by 
Judge J. H. Lumpkin. The outcome of 
the case will be of interest to thousands 
of people throughout the state, and espe- 
cially to those who own valuable canines. 

The suit was brought by William B. 
O’Neal against the Central of Georgia 
Railway Company, and the main ques- 
tion at issue is whether under the Geor- 
gia law a dog has any value. O’Neal 
was the owner of an Italian greyhound, 
which was run over and killed by a Cen- 
tral road train in Oakland City last fall. 
O’Neal later instituted suit in a justice 
court against the road for the sum of 
$100. 

The justice, on the trial, decided in 
favor of the railroad company, holding 
that a dog has no value, under the law. 
Attorneys Aldine Chambers and William

The long threatened damage _ suits 
against the city because of the condi- 
tion of the sewer system have com- 
menced. 

Three claims for damages were file: 
in the office of City Clerk Campbell yes- 
terday. They will be read during the 
next session of council and will be re- 
ferred ta the committee on claims. 
Which Councilman Winn is chairman. 

The suits are filed by J. S. Owens, T. 
M. Waldrop and T J. Flake, and all of 
them are submitted through W. C. 
Cousins and Dorsey, Brewster & Howcll. 
All the suits are caused by the discharge 
of sewage into Entrenchement. creek, 
which flows into South river. 

Mr. Owens owns about 20 acres of land 
about 10 miles from the city; Mr. 
drop owns about 400 acres of land about 
11 miles from the city, and Mr. Flake 
owns 635 acres of land about 12 tniles 
from the city. The land of all of them 
fronts on South river. 

The petitions state that the water’ on 
South river, which was formely a clear 
stream, has become so polluted that the 
fish have all been killed and that their 
cead bodies create a stench that inten- 
sifles the odor caused by pouripg tie 
sewage into the stream. The cattle, de- 
clare the petitioners, refuse to drink the 
water and even to eat the grass in the 
lowlands after a freshet has caused the 
rise of the river and the flooding of their 
pasture lands, 

The petitioners claim damages for the 
losses they have sustained in the past 
and ask that the conditions be remedied 
without delay.

Harvard is to have a stadium—an ath- 
letic fleld surrounded by permanent 
banks of seats the like of which is not 
to be found in this country, and in the 
old world only in a few of the ancient 
citles of Greece and Italy. 

The structure, which is to cost $175,000 
and to have a seating capacity of 30,000, 
with auxiliary accommodations for 10,000 
more, is to be given to the university by 
the class of 1879, and will stand as a 
memorial of the twenty-fifth anniversary 
of that class, which is to be celebrated 
at the commencement in 1904. 

The plan for a stadium was originated 
by Professor Hollis, chairman of the 
Harvard athletic committee. Some time 
ugo it was taken up by members of the 
class of 1879, but it was not unit! recently 
that the funds were ussured. Practically 
the whole class has voted in favor of 
erecting such a memorial, and different 
members have subscribed $100,000 tow:rd 
it. This sum is to be the cost of the 
stadium above ground. 

The foundations and ground work will 
cost $75,000, but this ig to he paid from 
a fund which has been accumulated by 
the athletic committee from the profits 
of athletic events, which it was designed 
to use for permanent seats before the 
class of '79 took up the matter. The plans 
are being drawn and it is expected work 
will begin at once. If no unexpected de- 
lay occufs the stadium will be com- 
pleted and dedicated at commencement 
in 1904, 

The structure is to be fireproof, con- 
structed af brick, steel,and stone concrete. 
The entrance will be from the rear. and 
under the seats will be toilet and waiting 
rooms for spectators and dressing rooms 
for contestants. It will be horseshoe 
shaped, with the sides paraliel, one end 
forming an amphitheater, and the other 
being open, 

On the inclosed field will be a foothall 
gridiron, a running track, and straight- 
away, and there will be room for every 
kind of fleld sport with the exception of 
baseball.

THE DAY IN WALL STREET. 


New York, Murcu ia0.—Jneommon _in- 
terest attached to today’s stock market 
movements by reason of the previous 
day’s advance in Southern Pacific. There 
were fears of a corner or some other 
awkward development, and trading in the 
first hour was irregular and very cau- 
tious. Southern Pacific fluctuated wildly 
at the outset, selling up to 68 l-4c, the 
highest point recorded in some months 
and almost,as suddenly sold down to 66. 
Later, when ft became appaPertt that there 
was no occasion for alarm, the Hst 
Steadied all around and showed general 
improvement up to the last hour, when 
realizing forced prices in the more active 
issues Gown to a low level. Covering by 
the short interest was on an extensive 
Scale, especially in Southern Pacific and 
other pool issues. J.ouisville and Nash- 
ville exhibited considerable Strength in 
the early dealings on buying that was 
attributed to the western contingent. 
There was also good buying of Atchison 
during the eariy session. With the ex- 
ception of St. Paul and Union Pacific, 
which reflected pressure, the international 
Stocks opened generally above the late 
London quotations, Higher © prices were 
reflected in Sugar, Tennessee Coal, Corn 
Products and Rock Island. But attempts 
to advance Amalgamated Copper met with 
little success. On the whole, a much pet- 
ter feeling was shown in speculative cir- 
cles, due to the improvement in the finan- 
ciaj situation. The undertone of the mar- 
ket was fairly firm, though trading was 
in moderate volume. No material change 
was shoveén in the early afternoon condi- 
tions, although the market was lower 
in spots as a result of profit-taking. The 
strength of Missouri Pacifie seemed to 
come from buying by Gould brokers. -The 
rise jn Pacific Mail appeared to be based 
On the belief that the property must 
benefit by the activity in Southern Pa- 
cific. There was a slightly wider dis- 
tribution of business in the late session 
and the westerners are again active in 
some go their speculative favorites. 
Throughout the day interest continued 
to cepter in Southern Pacific, which was 
traied in. to the extent of over 95,000 
shares, closing at almost the lowest price 
of the day with a net loss of 2 1-4 points. 
Union Pacific was next to Southern Pa- 
cific in point of activity, but made a net 
gain of 1 point. One of the late afternoon 
rumors had it that the Union Pacifie had 
turned its holdings of Southern Pacific 
Stock over to the Oregon Short Line. A 
number of stocks made material gains 
on the day, these including the Soo is- 
sues, North American Pacific Mail, North- 
west,.Colorado Fuel and. New York, New 
Haven and Hartford. Following the re- 
action the market closed comparatively 
dull and easy. The local financial situa- 
tion shows improvement, the banks losing 
thus far this week only about $500,000 as 
against $3,600,000 In the same period of 
last week. There was another advance 
in sterling exchange because of the easier 
money conditions and increased demand 
for remittances from importers. The 
rise amounted to 10 points as compared 
with yesterday’s closing rate, most of the 
business being done at 4.87.%.for demand. 
The supply of bills was small and the 
general outlook for the exchange market 
was stronger, this condition being modi- 
fied, however, by the possibility of ocea- 
sional weakness caused by the sudden 
rise in the money rate. Time money was 
offered fh abundance at 5 1-2 per cent 
for all rates, but the demand was light. 
The prevailing rate for call loans was 
56 1-2, though in the late afternoon it was 
in a flurry which carried the price to 7 
per cent. closing at 6 per cent.
